MANAGERS AND CORITICS.
| From the N, ¥V, Tribune,
| Mr. Edwin Booth, or his agent, made &
migtnke the other day, for which he is now
undonbtedly sorry. Two persons connected
with a small weekly paper that has acquired
gomo notoriely by elaborate aud persistent
| attacks npon Mr. Booth and his acting, were
| refused admission to his theatre, although
thay bought, or offered to buy, tickets. This
not only gave a fictitions consequence to the
obnoxious criticisms, and conveyed the im-
pression (an erroneons omne, we are con-
vineed) that My, Booth was unwilling to sab-
mit to a free examination of his professional
merits, but it was a olear violation of the
law, It may be trme, as the manager says,
that it was not criticism but personsl abuse
which moved his resentment; it may be troe
that bis ngent regarded one of the sxcladed
journalists as unfit company for the pa-
trons of a reputable theatre; nevertheless,
all persons bave an equal right to enter
A place of public amusement on payiny
the price, and to stny thers as long as
they bebave themselves properly. Their pri-
vite character is none of the manager's busi.
neéss. This principle has been settled again
and again by the Courts, and every manager
who bas atltempted to ignore it has been
worsted. There are critics who disgrace
their calling, parasites of art who poison and
deform the profession to which they cling;
base creatures who are the curse of journal-
ism even more than they are the curse of the
studio and the stage; and knowing how an

bonest man loathes the sight of much crea- |

tures, we can sympathize with the aggrieved
actor whe slams the door in their face and
refnses their dirty dollar. Whethoer Mr, Booth
Lias been wounded by men of this sort, or is
cbhafing nnder severe but legitimate eriticiam,
we shall not stop to inquire, beecanse it is
not to the purpose. The ruleis plain; he
can keep nobiody out of his theatre who pays
for a ticket and preserves an ontward de-
corum,

Wesuspeot that the forgetfulness of this
rule into which mansgers are now and then
betrayed, is owing in a great degree to the
peculiar relations which have always existed
between the stage and the press, and against
which we have many a time remonstrated. It
is generally taken for granted that the eritic
is entitled to certain ‘courtesies” which are
not extended to the general publie, He is to
be admitted free to all performances. e is
to have the choiceast seats. He is privileged
to ask admission for his friends. Nay, in
provincial towes, and to some extent in New
York also, almost the whole staff of a news-
paper, froma the editor down to the office
boy, shares in the “‘privileges of the preas.
What wonder is it that there sbould grow up

| in the mind of the manager a vague impres-
sion that the press owes him privileges in re-
turn? What wonder that the critic who lashes
the actor, or the play, or the policy of the
theatre, shonld be regarded as an ontlaw, who
has broken a sort of compact, and stung the
hand that fed him, and done all manner of
| infamous and nograteful deads, and who is to
be shut ont of decent society accordingly?
We shall rejoice to see the time, which in the
progress of jonrnalism must soon come, when
the leading papers of New York will agree to
accept no favors from the theatres, aund
bestow no favors either. In that new era of
common sense the critic and the editor will
buy their tickets as they want them. They

| will see no manager's or agent’s face; and they

will not be expected to print gratuitous an-
nouncements of any performance, or to
eriticize what 8 mnot worth criticism,
or to be sparing in their ocensure or
extravagant in their praise. We shall be
relieved then from such shameful exhibi-
tions as we have repeatedly witnessed
of late—brazen incompeteney puffed without
stint by critics of real discernment and
ability; and merit of the very highest charac-
ter scourged by the same hands for the rea
son, opeuly avowed, that the press had not
received “‘the usual courtesies,”
state of things is reformed, we must expact
scandals. Until the leading newspapers agree
in the enforcement of a new and soundsr
rule in their dealings with theatres, journal-
ism will be infested, as it is now, by sorib.
blers without conscience, who degrade criti-
cism to a irade, and make puffery a means of
livelihood. The real, honeat critics of New
York can be counted on one's fingers, Edi-
tors know pretty well who they are, and if
the absurd and demoralizing *‘privileges of
the press” were swept away, the public would
soon know where to look for them too.

INJUNCTIONS AGAINST INCOME TAX.
From the N, ¥, World,
In a previous article we commented npon
what we believe to be the mistaken views of
| the Anti-lncome Tax
| probability of obtaining from the Circnit
Court of the United States in the city of New
York an injunction to restrain collectors of
internal revenue in this ecity from levying the
income tax returned Ly the assessors. Our
reasons are these: —

In the autumn of 1865 Mr. Robert L. Cat-
ting and others, doing business as bankery
and brokers, filed a h:fl
enit Court, praying, among other things, that
Assessor Gilbert and Collector Bhook might
be enjoined from nssessing or collecting an
intéernal reveune tax, claimed under the act
of 1564, on stocks and bonds sold by the peti-
tioners.

The case was heard by Judge Nelson, who
was of the opinion that the plaintifYs were
not liable to the tax; but for rewsons peculiar
to equity proceedings, which it is not neces-
| sary that we set forth &t this tiwe, he with-
held the injunction and left the parties to
their remedy at law. In his opinion he de-
clared emphatically that he did not doabt the
power of the Cironit Court, under then exist-
ing laws of Congress, to interfere by injunc.
tion and prevent the threatened imposition
of au internal revenue tax, if it should be
illegal. Buch a jurisdiction, he said, had
been in the United States Oourts npheld and
exercised upon general principles of equity
jurisprudence. But yet the granting of such
a writ, generally speaking, he added, rests in
the exercise of the sound disoretion of the
court, and is always refused ‘*‘where the
remedy at law 1s adequate.” He was alio of
opinion that, although an action might be

We do not profess to be lawyers, familiar |

with the technicality of modes of procedure
in jndicial tribunals, We are only jourgal-
ists attempling to keap abreast of all deci-
sions of judicial tribunals, or writings of
learned publicists, which affect the general
principles of public law, DBut it seews to us
that the Anti-Income Tax Association fails to
draw a proper distinction between a remedy
by injunction in advance of the collection
of the tax, and a remedy by snit at law to
recover back from the collector the tax which
be has levied and damages for its imposition.
The latter may exist, although the former is
wanting,

We cannot bnt think that members of the

! asgociation made a great error in not recog-

nizing years ago that the true tribunal to
address for remedy against eéxcessive or im-
proper taxation is the people, and through
them the legislative power, The fact is that
under an Anglo-Saxon system of liberties the
people, in respect to taxes imposed by leg..-
lative authority, have not a great many rights

| which judicial tribunals are bound or per-

mitted to respect, The reason therefor is
well enongh set forth in the recent decision
of the Supreme Court of the United States in
Dows ve. The City of Chicago, to which we
have just referred, where it said;::—

‘It 18 upon taxation that the several States chiefly
rely to obtain the means of carrying on thelr re-
spective governments, and It 8 of the utmost im-
portapce to all of them that the modes adopted wo
enforce the taxes levied should be interfered with
as little a8 possible. Any delay in the proceedings of
the offlcers upon whom the daty is devolved to ¢ol-
lect the tuxes may damage the operations of gov-
ernments, and thereby cause serious detriment to
the publie,”

It has been repeatedly held in the State of
New York by its highest tribunals that no in-
junotion to reatrain tho collection of a tax
upon personal estate, even when illegally im-
posed, can be granted. This, indeed, is the
dootrine of most of the State courts, Weare
inclined to think that,according to the pringi-

| ples and practice of equity jurisdiction as

established in Ewnglish jurisprudence, an in-
junction would not be granted to restrain the

law. Indeed, it may be stated as a general
rule that, irrespective of legislation, the
action of replevin to get back property dis-
trained illegally for taxes counld no more be
maintained than the writ of injunction,
wrong must be endured till a snit at law can
be brought to recover damages for ils inflic-
tion.

body knows, in any form or fornm, without
their own permission, and in respact to in-
terual taxes it was, say the Sopreme Conrt,
“a matter of beneficence” to allow the col-
lector to ba sned; as the law “‘ceniided to the
Commissioner, or Secretary, in the first in-
stance, to decide upon the matter of duties,
80 il might have wiade them final arbiters in
all disputes concerning them.” If Congress
had provided that collsctors of the internal
revenus shonld not be responsible to indivi-
dnals for money which they exacted in ocom-
pliance with directions of the Beoretary of
the Treasury, then, clearly, no suits could
have been maintained against them. Then
wonld bave been présented in 4 more poten-
tial shape to the jndielsl power the question
whether in such a state of things, there being
no other possible remedy at law for an ille-
gal exaction, the courts wonld not interfere

'he moral of all this is that propsriy-
holders who desire to protect their property
